Solving Some Problems of Training Household Assistants. 
T 


ITK training of household help in a. 
difficult task unless the housewife 
Is past master in the art of house- 


keeping and blessed with the ability of 
* bom teacher. H often seems a. thank- 
lees task, for the thought of holding 
their positions for any length of time 
does not figure in t!-,e scheme of life of 
many who seek domestic employment, 
fo there seems little incentive to spur 
them on to the goaJ of proficiency. 


High wages and small families arc mag- 


nets that draw our household help from 
tts after we have taught them to be val- 
uable. There are two ways of combflt- 
tlnc these conditions. First, by having 
a definite system in household manage- 
ment, and when hiring help, stating the 
conditions of the barsaln clearly. dut:e* 
to b« performed, time allowd off. wages 
to start with, method of increase an<: a 
contract for not less than six jnonths to 
repay the trouble of teaching the work 
Two weeks' notice should be given by 
•ither side In case of complications. 


The other way Is to Increase wages 


wpon demand as long as your income 
can stand the pressure, and stop quib- 
bling over inefficiency. The first course 
is the only one wherein you retain your 
self-respect. 
The fear of being le.'t 


without help and Inborn laziness are the 
only reasons for the latter coumo. 


If we are to train a houseworker, we 


will probably begin in the kitchen. In 
the case of a specialized helper we be- 
gln at the scene of her greatest nc- 
tlx-lty.

worker does laundry work she will prob- 
ably not wait on table, though she 
may be willing to carry the th'.np.s Into 
t!i<! dining-room and remove the Jishe«. 
Generally, a service-wagon solves this 
difficulty. If she has no laundry work 
and no upstairs work except on clean- 
ing day. then she will do tho serving. 


A general houseworker should be re- 


lieved of laundry work, except where a 
few little things may have to be done in 
in emergency, and should not be ex- 
pected to wash windows, clean rugs or 
run errands. It ts easy to hire some one 
to do these things at a small cost, and 
it paya to do so in the long run. Maids, 
as a rule, hate to run errands, and it is 
T great waste of their time to Insist 
•>pon their doing so. When the mistress 
goes to market, she should have her list 
so complete that there should be no 
reed of running errands, which are 
usually for things forgotten.
